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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1,6,8-18,30-39,83 and 84 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Riebel et al (WO 9504779) in view of Ciay {Rheoiogicai Study of Soy- 
based PRF Wood adhesive, proceedings of the SPE 57^*^ Annual Technical Conference 
& Exhibits, May 2-6, 1999, pp 1298-1301), Hse {Development of Phenolic Resins Co- 
reacted with Soy Flour Hydrolysate) or Vijayendran (Soy Glue: Less Expensive, Just as 
Effective, USB, vol. 3, Issue 4, Sept. 1998,99 1-4). 

The claims are rejected as set forth in the previous Office Action, Paper No. 8. 

2. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

3. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are deemed unpersuasive of 
patentability. 

Applicant's arguments are based in part on the method by which the composite 
is made. The present claims are product claims and as such do not define over the prior 
art product for reasons given in the rejection above. 

The argument relating to the amounts of resin/soy protein hydrolysate is 
persuasive and thus claims 2-5 patentably defines over the prior art.
